DISCUSSION OF THE AMENDMENTS 

Claims 1-11 were previously cancelled. 

Claim 12 is currently amended. 

Claims 14, 22, 24 and 27 were previously presented. 

Claims 12, 13, 15-21, 23, 25, 26, and 28-31 are withdrawn. 

Upon entry of the amended claims 12-31 will be pending with claims 14, 22, 24 
and 27 under active consideration. 

Claim 12 was amended to clarify claim language and is supported by original 
claim 12 and the specification. 

No new matter has been added. 
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REMARKS 

The office has rejected claims 14, 22, 24 and 27 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Ashai 
Dow (JP 56-161 160) and Breulmann (US 2003/0105225). 

The office rejected claims 14, 22, 24 and 27 because the office has constructed claim 12 
such that the claim is drawn to either (a) a composite layered sweet or (b) a composite layer film 
and a backing layer. Based on the construction of claim 12 and the description provided in the 
specification, Applicants disagree with this construction. Applicants submit that the composite 
layered sheet and a backing layer is the proper claim construction. 

However, in the interest of advancing prosecution applicants have amended claim 12 to 
clarify this claim construction. 

On page 4 of the Office Action, the office has indicated that amended claim 12 
distinguishes over the cited references. Therefore, Applicants respectfully request that the office 
withdraw the rejections of claims 14, 22, 24 and 27 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Ashai Dow 
and Breulmann . 

Finally, Applicants request that, should the office allow claims 14, 22, 24 and 27, that the 
office expand its search to the non-elected species in claims 12, 13, 15-17, 19-21, 23, 25, 26 and 
28-30 and rejoin process claims 1 8 and 3 1 . 

In light of the remarks above, Applicants submit that the application is in condition for 
allowance. Favorable reconsideration is respectfully requested.
